Since the year 10o9 the pope has been 


formally elected by the eollogo of cnrdi- 
n.ils.

On the 
tv/olfth day the election begins, the votes 
of two-thirds of the cardinals being nec- 
essary lo elect the pope.

They are not bounc 
to elect a cardinal—only heretics or per- 
sons guilty of simony are excluded—and 
after an agreement of two-thirds has 
been reached the closing act of the elec- 
tion and announcement of the choice 
takes place in a cbnpel reserved for that 
purpose.

THE TOILING CHILDREN. 


On Moral, Hygienic and Bconomla 


Ground* Child Lulior I« Hurtful. 
In the course of their tour of inspec- 


tion through industrial Chicago the 
representatives of the women's clubs 
are finding many things that are not 
pleasant to look at or to think about. 
Among these is child labor. No matter 
how familiar one may be with Mrs. 
Florence 
Kelly's 
strongly 
written 


pamphlet on "Our Toiling Children," 
the first glimpse one has at the spec- 
tacle these children actually present 
while they are toiling is always some- 
thing of a shock. The thing has to 
be seen in order to be understood. The 
long, low room, so gloomy as to need 
artificial illumination even at midday 
and so charged with smoke and steam 
that the children show through the 
murkiness like goblins in n cave cau- 
uot be adequately described until mod- 
ern industrialism has its poet 
Mean- 


while be who would know what it 
means must go and look at it. 


It has been frequently suggested, 


however, that the parents of tbe chil- 
dren who are working need their help. 
This argument was presented to the 
clubwomen iu several of tbe factories 
which they; visited. If tbe family cau- 
uot got along without the money that 
the children earn, how can the state 
rightly interfere? 


In answer to this question it may be 


admitted that there are certain excep- 
tional ca«cs where it is necessary for 
ono reason or another that children 
should do some kind of work even be- 
fore they arc fourteen. 
But this ad- 


mihsion does uot invalidate the general 
principle that child labor is an evil 
from the standpoint of economics as 
well as from that of hygiene and mo- 
rality. 
It has been shown time and 


again that child labor really adds noth- 
ing to the wage earning power of tho 
community. It may sec-ra at first that 
the child's wages are clear gain. 
Such 


is not the case, however. The invari- 
able and inevitable result of child labor 
has been a decrease in the wages of tho 
father, continuing till the total sum 
earned by 1hc family is no larger than 
It was before the children began to j 
work. 
The standard of comfort re- 


mains at exactly the same point. 
In 


other words, child labor is in the nature 
of a temporary relief, which turns out 
to be a permanent injury to all con- 
cerned. 


It Is not only that wages are not 


raised. If that were the whole effect 
of the system, things would be just aa 
they were before and there would be 
little cause for complaint. But, mean- 
while, the home has been broken up, 
the children's physical and mental de- 
velopment has been stayed, and tbe 
strength aud intelligence of the laborer 
of tli« future h:i\c been seriously im- 
periled. It may bo justly concluded, 
then, that the practice of putting chil- 
dren to work is absolutely defenseless 
except in certain extraordinary t-usos 
for \vhich special provision could b* 
made by a board appointed for that 
purpose. The case against child labor 
is as complete as the most cautious re- 
former could wish. 
Its evil results 


morally, pbv&ically and intellectually 
need 01113- to be pointed out, while the 
economic fallacy invohed in it appears 
clearly when the matter is thoroughly 
studied and can be found exposed iu 
almost any work ou political economy. 


It is evident, therefore, that the olli- 


cers of tho law need not fear they are 
inflicting :;•; injury upon trie commu- 
nity •when they enforce the law in all 
its strictness. It is time that the whole 
system of child labor were abolished. 
Few persons really kuovr tbe extent to 
which it prevails. According to the 
census figures of 1890, at least 5 per 
cent of the laborers of this country are 
under sixteen, and if Mrs. Kelly's arti- 
cle in The Arena Iu 1894 can be trust- 
ed these census figures are lower than 
tl.ey should be. Statistics aside, how- 
ever, anybody who will take the trou- 
ble can see for himself that the law, 
•even as ii is now, is continually vio- 
lated. These violations have no suffi- 
cient excuse. Child labor debases the 
present and mortgages tbe future. It 
has no right to exist, and its disap- 
pearance will have a most beneficial 
eftect upou the strength aud morale of 
the nation.—Chicago Tribune.

Cheap Lnbor In India. 


An English bridge builder with expe- 


rience of life in India gives an inter- 
esting account of the wages of cooly 
and other caste men wbo have to be 
drawn upon for a working force in 
riveting, skilled workmen being very 
scarce. 
It appears that all sorts and 


conditions of men are impressed into 
the work, without consideration o' 
their previous occupations. Whereas a 
blacksmith is always a blacksmith ir 
India and tbe man born to a carpen- 
ter father follows the trade of bis par- 
cnt. in riveting any caste may be drawn 
upon. 
Accordingly, there are some- 


times milkmen, butlers, gardeners aud 
even outcasts impressed into closing 
the rivets in the several members of 
bridges. The pay for the head riveters 
is about 30 cents a day; for tbe holder 
ou. 1G cents. They drive 100 one inch 
rivets a day. seven days a week, with 
no extra pay for Sunday, and often 
they are on scaffolds 200 feet from the 
ground in a temperature of 115 in the 
shade.

to manual lahor, relieved only by frequent 
hitenals of prayer; that they sleep on 
bedsteads o£ planks and straw; that their 
thoughts are constantly centered upon 
their latter end. and that there is no ru- 
lief for tiifir hardships, even when at the 
poii'.t of death, whcu, as a last, most 
signal object lesson, they are removed 
from their straw and laid upon a heap of 
ashes. Yet they are. nevertheless, as eon- 
tented anil cheerful a lot of people," he 
says, "as can he found among the most 
zealous pleasure soekois." 


He declares that while prisoners who 


have been condemned to silence and se- 
clusion generally have gone mail, tho 
Trappist monks find that their vows of 
silence confer a fresh zo-U upon thoii 
chants in church and upon all their devo 
tional OM-reises, ami it is certainly a fact 
that they enjoy extraordinary health and 
spirits and generally attain to a good old 
ago.

At 
least we have the mortality and expec- 
tation tables of the -life insurance gentle- 
men, and we're willing to accept the lijj- 
ures as reliable; lor the lite insurance 
gentlemen go into this thing in a spirit 
the reverse of sentimental. They simply 
take 100,000 humans and figure out a 
percentage just as if the 100,000 humans 
wore chalk ou a blackboard. 


Proceeding on the understanding that 


the 100,000 are considered at the age of 
ten years, each will have 48.7 more years 
to live. Of course some will die before 
collecting their Ufa inheritance, but the 
48.7 represents the average. As a mutter 
of carefully ascertained fact there will be 
749 deaths among the 100,000 before the 
eleventh year is reached. 


This leaves 99,251 survivors, with a 


chance of 48.1 more years iu the land of 
the living.

No set of commercial travelers carry 


such a precious stock as the diamond 
salesmen. 
There are about a hundred 


traveling salesmen in this country whose 
•lock consists of diamonds, and all but a 
very small percentage of them travel for 
firms iu New York city, for New York 
tuis always been the diamond market of 
the country. Of course there are uninj 
jewelry salesmen who take alon^j with 
their oilier stock a limited amount of 
precious stones, but they are not iu the 
class with the kind mentioned, who carry 
no other goods and are not bothered with 
sample trunks or satchels. 


Few as'is the number of traveling dia- 


mond salesmen, they probably carry a 
combined stock of a value equal to that 
carried by ten times their number in other 
branches of trade, or v> hioh, if converted 
into dollars, would probably be equal to 
the capital stock of some of the largest 
concerns for which other salesmen travel. 
From the point of view of the lijjht fin- 
gered gentry one of these salesmen would 
be worth for a "touch" 100 of his icllow 
travelers, and yet one rarely if ever hears 
of u diamond salc&mau coming to $;.*i*«f 
from contact with this class. 
Few as 


have been the instances of jewelry sales- 
men being rubbed ou the road, the oaset 
where diamond salesmen have suffered in 
this manner arc even fewer. 
If you a Me 


the travelers whose starting point H tlio 
Muidcn lane distriit why this is, they will 
tell you that the diamond salesman is a 
poculiur kind of individual and that to 
ralch nini napping it would be necessaiy 
to sit up a gond many nights. 
While ou 


tlic road outwardly he appears as rare- 
Icvs and debonair as any other drummer 
who linrs around the hotel m- plays cards 
in the smr-ker, yt underneath there is a 
caution in his makeup which is required 
nl' the man who sclN the must costly of 
the gifts of Mother Eaith. 


When it is taken into consideration that 


a traveling fa.'ilesni:m for almost any of 
the diamond houses of J^lm street and 
Maiden lane seldom starts out on a trip 
of any length with less than $100.000 
worth of diamonds in his wallet, nnd more 
often the block is v.'orlh throe times Unit 
sum, it would seem to the average man 
that ho would have to be possessed 
of 


the caution itnd nerve of ten other men, 
and that is ju*l about w h a t the di:uuund 
salesman has. 
Then, too, it would seem 


to bo necessary that In possess the confi- 
dciK'O of his lions:1 to an e\ti aoidiuaiy de- 
gree unless the tirm employing him cared 
to e\])i'inl the amount of money neoess.iry 
to have him followed by detect he-, every 
lime he started out on a nip. 
While this 


is true of some of the men who einry 
large quantities of diamonds over the 
country, yet probably three-fourths of 
diamond salesmen on the road are mem- 
bor-> of the turn fur which they tiavel. 
If 


(lie business belongs to one person, gener- 
ally he himself takes goods on the road. 


There are cases, jiowever, \\ l.ere the 


diamond salesman is only an omplnjte. 
but hi these cases most of the helling is 
dune ou commission, and Uieie is a lot in 
it to the salesman whenever he makes a 
sale. 
Ilenee the ml; to the bouse is 


piotty small. One of the largest bouses 
in the diamond district has a salesman 
out mo«t of the year who i« not a member 
nf the (inn. Yet he frequently starts with 
loose stones in his wallet aggregating in 
value $ri('(),OUO. 
ImpMtit <'"'>'"donee is 


pi,iced in him, and he has never violate.1 
it. 
Kven if he tt'eie unscrupulous his 


commission is so large that it would pay 
him moil* to keep the rontideiico of liK 
employers in the long run than to disap- 
pear with his wallet w i t h the certainty of 
being tracked by the special detectives to 
whom such matters are generally intrust- 
ed by the diamond dealers and jewelers 
of the United States. 


The diamond man eanies- bis cooils iu 


a wallet about ten inches long. This w a l - 
let is invariably carried in a pocket on I he 
inside of his vest. The diamond salesman 
rarely travels at night. 
One iea«on for 


this is that time is of no particular con- 
cern. Another is the greater risk in niirht 
traveling. When he doos travel at night, 
he either keeps his vest on or else ho 
wears a shirt inside of which is a pn< ket 
similar to that in the vest. Of course the 
necessity often does arise of night Inn el- 
ing, ami to be ready for it not a few dia- 
mond salesmen always have with them 
such a garment in order to be comfortable 
nnd not have to go to bed in the sleeper 
with the vest on. Diamond salesmen sel- 
dom talk of their business while traveling, 
because they don't exactly care to be 
known. 


Diamonds arc always shown in papers. 


All 
of the salesmen cany a certain 


amount of what is called in tiade par* 
Innco "molet"— that is, diamonds below a 
carat in weight, genoially of the si/e 
suitable for mounting in jewelry. 
Of 


course the diamond salesman tries espe- 
cially to soil the largest stones, weighing 
from a o:trnt up. These are what make 
their stock so valuable, nnd to sell only a 
small portion of them is worth a trip from 
one coast to the other. What astonishes 
those to whom care seems to be an essen- 
tial in sellina; valuable goods is the cus- 
tom pursued in the diamond business and, 
for that matter, the entire jewelry busi- 
ness, of leaving goods on what is called 
"memorandum." 
A diamond salesman, 


5f a jeweler tells him he believes be can 
get a customer for some of his stones, 
will leave a paper of diamonds with the 
jeweler witfiout anything gnen ns scour- 


"You '! 'ty. but with the understood right to got 


them bnck when be wants them. 


At the end of a week or two the dia- 


mond salesman will walk into the store 
where he left the stones, weigh them up 
with a little pair of scales lie carries iu 
his pocket, and for the differotrce in 
weight of the stones he left in the first 
place he will charge the jeweler. That is 
why the diamond salesman travels by 
easy stages, as often he has to wait in a 
place for two weeks to make a sale of this 
kind.—New York Sun.
